At least one error upon which reissue is based is described as follows: 



The original patent application as filed included a limitation in its independent method 
claim 1 where the combining step (a) uses an "ammonium cation" type surfactant This 
limitation appears in all claims of the patent as issued. Applicants failed to appreciate when 
the application was filed and throughout prosecution of the application that this quoted 
language significantly limited the scope of applicants' patent protection and that the 
limitation was not required to render the claim patentable. Only after appUcants read U.S. 
Patent No. 5,858,457 to Drinker, et aL did they appreciate that their own prior invention could 
be claimed in a different way to obtain a broader scope of protection. 

The original patent application as filed also included originally numbered claims 25- 
28, which were withdrawn as non-elected, with traverse, during prosecution in response to a 
restriction requirement by the Examiner. These withdrawn claims were not made the subject 
matter of a co-pending divisional continuing patent application. Applicants failed to realize 
between the time of receipt of the Notice of Allowance and the time of the payment of the^ 
issue fee and issuance of the patent that the patentable subject matter of the non-elected 
claims had not been made the subject of a divisional continuing patent application. 

All errors corrected in this reissue application arose without any deceptive intention 
on the part of the applicant.
